Hi gang, 


Just re-learned an old lesson, but thought it might be very useful to 
share with the "builders" on the list. I built my first prototype 
2N2222 receiver on small radio shack perf boards and managed through 
lots of blood, sweat and tears to get the receiver working. I then tore 


it all down and started to build it as a single unit board. That's when 
my troubles started. 


In the first version, I had constructed a bandpass filter at the front 
end going into the double diode balanced mixer and I used Zack Lau's 
circuit from his 40 meter rig in QRP Power. It worked great. To tune 
it, I ran a 7.040 MHz signal from a small crystal oscillator circuit 
into the filter and peaked the variable caps for a maximum signal by 
watching the signal on an O-scope.. In comparing the signal coming out 
with the one going in I had a very small loss. The input signal was a 
little less than 2.2 peak volts and the output was 2.0 peak volts on 
the scope. I was happy :-) 


When I built it the second version I started with brand new components, 
but when I check the signal coming out with the signal going in I found 
the output (0.8 peak volts) was less than half the input (2.2 peak volts 
)in signal strength. No matter how much I "tweaked" the variable caps 
or "squeezed" the turns on the torroid coils, I couldn't get anywhere 
close. I started re-winding coils and changing the variable caps. All 
to no avail. Finally, about midnight last night, I switched out the 
fixed value caps and BINGO, got nearly all of the signal moving thorough 
the bandpass filter again. Very small loss and I am happy again. 


The moral of this story is that not all caps are created equal. I'm 
sure this applies to the low pass filters in all of our output circuits 
as well. If you aren't getting as much signal moving through the 
circuit as you would like, start substituting those caps! 


As it turned out, I had to switch to a different brand name of cap. 

After making the filter three different times with different coils and 
variable caps, I finally found that I just had a "lossy" set of fixed 
caps. But, hey, I never said this old dog learned new tricks quickly 


:-) 
Keep those soldering irons hot!

Pardon me if this subject has been discussed before. It seems such an 
important topic, and interesting as well, that I thought I would bring it 
up. Hopefully others will contribute to the discussion. 


I am prompted to hear what others think, as I once again have experienced 
how good dynamic range can contribute to a successful Qso or on the 
contrary, how limited dynamic range can spoil a Qso. I just completed a Qso 
with my 40m "Oner" transceiver. A cheap limited parts count minimalist (a 
master of redundancy) unit made available by the Kanga Company. It is a very 
simple direct conversion receiver with no filtering whatsoever in the audio 
chain. Yet, the dynamic range is amazing! I am able to hear and copy 
clearly, very weak stations, although they are completely covered by noise 
and/or local strong stations on BOTH sides of zero beat. 


Like many of you, I have a couple of different Qrp transceivers, both 
home-brew and kitted units. After many hours of listening, I find that I am 
now quite the Direct Conversion fan. In every case, the DC receivers allow a 
significant improvement in dynamic range to the point that in all but 
extreme cases, the lack of single signal reception is not a problem. 
Further, and believe me for matters of personal observations and subsequent 
denial (it can't be, I spent way too much money for this to be true)I find I 
prefer listening to a DC receiver over my kilobuck commercial transceiver 
(not a Ten-Tec). 


Another personal observation, I will not consider any transceiver in the 
future that uses an NE602 or equivalent. Although true they offer an 
inexpensive and minimal parts count superheterodyne transceiver, the 
negatives in terms of low dynamic range and overload/IMD problems IMO offset 
any gain they offer. A good quality DC receiver will outperform them 
everytime. 


Being employed in the electronics industry for my entire life, I am aware of 
the underlying technical reasons for these results. Even so, I find myself 
delighted and amazed everytime I listen to a well designed DC receiver. I am 
strongly motivated to try the R2. That has to be just an amazing receiver. 


I would be interested to hear others experiences and opinions regarding 
this.

Hi John... there is a PROTEK that not only has nice big characters (and an 
LED backlight!!!), but measures all sorts of things, and has an RS-232 
interface built-in. Even comes WITH the software. Mine is the model 506, but 
there may be a later one by now, since it's been at least a couple of years. 
It autoranges on all scales, has a buzzer continuity function, L, C, and T 
measurements, true RMS, dB, Freq (to 10MHz),and microamps to 20A... which is 
a pretty good stretch-with 3 ranges, and fuses for 0.5A and 20A (microamps 


has its own PTC. It will also measure microamps AC to 100kHz. I forget now, 
but seems like it was $129 a couple of years ago.

The .cir files are ascii text files that can be created/changed 
with any text editor, such as Windows NOTEPAD. If you were using 
NOTEPAD, you would specify the file extension as .cir, otherwise 
NOTEPAD would use it's normal .txt extension. 


>I haven't 

>figured out how to make the file Chuck described, because SPICE doesn't 
>seem willing to create a new file, and none of my other programs make 
>.cir files. 

You're observations are correct. There is not editor built into 

this version of SPICE for creating the .cir files. Any any common 
editor, like NOTEPAD, will not save the file as a .cir type unless 
specifically directed to do so by giving it the desired file 

extension type. So if you create a new file with NOTEPAD, for 
example, after you have typed in all the text info, you would to 

a "SAVE AS" operation and when prompted for the file name, put 

in "myfile.cir". The filename, 'myfile' is anything you want the 
SPICE file to be called. 


I can send you a SPICE file if you like and can receive attached 
e-mail files. Just let me know. 


The newer versions of SPICE that were written to work with various 
versions of WINDOWS 95/98 have the capability to build the 

.cir file as you create a schematic, so no external editor is 
required. But those versions of SPICE are not free. :-)

Good morning QRP list fanatics. 


Only 14 hours of work until my 2 week vacation!!! 
That is a way of saying: we6w@juno.com will be my 
only email access so I'll catch your private mail 
there anytime over my holiday. 


OK. Business. 
Here's an update on my Drift measurement set-up. 


I have a battery operated temperature device that 
is used in production areas where the ambient temperature 
during various tests needs to be recorded. 


Unfortunately, I had forgotten to set the memory Min/Max 
feature when benchmarking the Stock OHR-100 at the beginning 
of this project. So I can only estimate the drift per 
degree Fahrenheit of the stock unit. My estimate is 
conservative at 300 Hz/degree Fahrenheit. 


Currently I am running 8 to 10 hour drift measurements with 

the VFO Monitored on the Spectrum Analyzer at 250 Hz per division 
and 5 second sweep rate. The "Max Hold" feature records all 
frequency deviation -- resulting in a line that connects 

all the peak readings. Easy to measure the Delta Frequency 

for the time period. Additionally, the temperature probe 

is sitting inside the Rig, the topcover of the radio nearly 
closed except for space to pass the wire from the probe. 


The Min/Max temperature reading is stored in the temperature 
recording display. When collecting data, I recorded the Range 
of temperature, and also the range of frequencies it has 
drifted. 


The following data in no way suggests that my OHR-100 is 
indicative of OHR radios in general, nor is this suggested 

to be typical of any radio of similar design. The data 
reflects only the performance of this particular OHR-100 

radio as built from parts supplied with the kit. Additionally, 
the data is measured with equipment that is known to be 
accurate. Also, the steps used to improve stability of 


the radio are not necessarily performed in the only sequence 
possible and represent only my approach to the problem and 
is also a learning experience for me. 


Thruoughout all testing, the OHR-100 rig remains in usable 
condition and meets all specs. It is calibrated. 


Rig Fact:When heated, the VFO frequency goes lower. 
As it cools, the VFO freq. goes higher. 


The span covering the lowest and highest frequency is the Delta_F. 
The temperature is the difference between the max and min temperature 
as measured inside the radio approximately 1 inch from any component 
within the radio and is considered equivalent to ambinet temperature 
of all components in the VFO area. Sufficent insulation is provided 
to eliminate the effect of drafts on the measurements such that 

a sudden blast of cold air shall not affect the measurements unless 
said blast of cold air was specifically directed at the components. 


1) Stock Kit: 
Measured x(Note 1): 300 Hz/degree Fahrenheit 
xx Any VFO Capacitor will cause lowering of freq. when warmed. 
xx NP-O capacitors (3 of them) were not NP-O as measured. 


2) Replaced 3 of 5 vfo capacitors with -150 polystyrene caps: 
Measured: 50 Hz/degree Fahrenheit . 


Raw data: 
8 AM to 6 PM::: 1.5 KHz span over 30 degrees Fahrenheit. 


3) Boiled L113 (Vfo Toroid) in water for 10 to 15 minutes. 
*xk Soldered into circuit and allowed to cool for 4 hours. 


Measured Data: 
10 PM to 7:30 AM:: 750 Hz span BUT Accidently hit RESET on 
temperature device........ 


Currently repeating last test.... 
7:30 AM to 9:10 AM:: 220 Hz over 6 degree Fahrenheit. 
36.7 Hz/degree F. 


More real data tonight. 

Still not happy with 250 Hz drift over 5 degree temperature 
change.
